WASHINGTON, 
April 
5—The 
war department today b roadcast a 
nationwide appeal of ex -service 
men to join a reserve corps of 
“American minute men” to b e in­ 
stantly ready for action in case of 
war. 
The army’s dramatic appeal was 
carried over the nation and b y 
radio and through the medium of 
the press. 
Seventy-five thousand 
ab le-b odied former soldiers were 
asked to give their services to the 
country again should war come. 
The call to colors was addressed 
to ex -enlisted men under 36 years 
of age, whether married or single. 
The war department said that 
this corps of 75,000 men of the 
enlisted reserve would b e used as 
a part of the “initial protective 
force” in event of any national 
e.wtit geiv j . 
The other parts of the initial 
protective force, which the nation 
would throw into the field immedi­ 
ately in case of war, consists of 
the regular army of 165,000 men. 
the national guard of 
200,000 men 
and the reserve officers corps of 
1 1 0.0 0 0. 
War Not Imminent 
In b roadcasting its call to ex - 
service men, the war department 
emphasized that the appeal should 
not give rise to fear that war is 
imminent, b ut was b eing done in

Difference Explained 
What is the difference between a 
benign and a cancero us gro wth? 
Benign gro wths usually have a lim­ 
iting membrane. They never spread 
to o ther parts o f the bo dy . Malig­ 
nant cells gro w amo ng no rmal cells 
and prevent the latter fro m func­ 
tio ning no rmally . Unless adequate­ 
ly treated, cancer cells spread to
